A review of the last entered amendment finds that claims 2-4, 6, 10, 
12, 14, 15, 17-19, 22-60, 62, 64-69 and 68-70 were canceled; whereas 
Appellants have not indicated the status of these claims. Correction of the 
status of all claims is required. 

CONCLUSION

Examiner: 

1) to hold the Appeal Brief filed on November 11, 2008 defective; 

2) notify Appellants to file a paper properly addressing the status of 
all claims; and
